“This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners; of whom 
I am chief. Howbeit for this cause I obtained mercy, that in me first Jesus 
Christ might shew forth all longsuffering, for a pattern to them which should 
hereafter believe on Him to life everlasting.” (1 Timothy 1:15-16) AMEN!]

Knowing Salvation Is Of The Lord 
“.,. salvation is of the LORD” (Jonah 2:9) 

ALSE religion would have us believe that Christ died for all men so the 
sinner must do something to make Christ’s sacrifice effectual for them. 
That doctrine is heresy that makes salvation depend, at least in part, upon the 
work of man. The holy scriptures make plain that none of man’s works ever 
contribute anything to salvation. “Knowing that a man is not justified by the 
works of the law, but BY THE FAITH OF JESUS CHRIST, even WE HAVE 
BELIEVED IN JESUS CHRIST, that WE MIGHT BE JUSTIFIED BY THE 
FAITH OF CHRIST, and not by the works of the law: for by the works of the 
law shall no flesh be justified” (Galatians 2:16). Salvation is the work of God 
only. The salvation of a sinner is a work ordained by God the Father in eternity, 
worked out by God the Son when He came in the flesh, and applied by God the 
Holy Spirit in the new birth. “Not by works of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to His mercy He saved us, by the washing of regeneration, 
and renewing of the Holy Ghost” (Titus 3:5). Sinner, if you would be saved 
there is one thing you must do. You must believe on the Lord Jesus Christ. But 
don’t confuse faith for a work of man. No man by nature can believe God. Faith 
is a gift God gives His people. “For by grace are ye saved through faith; and 

that not of yourselves: it is the gift of God” (Ephesians 2:8). [AMEN!]
